To the inhabitants of the town of Hill, in the county of Merrimack 
in said state, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Academy Hall, in said Hill 
on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2 Toraise such sums of money as may be’ necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3 Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the Public Library. 


4 Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day. 


5 To see if the town will accept Trunk Line Aid for the per- 
manent improvement of highways. 


6 To see if the town will vote to buy one forest fire tool trailer, 
cost to town not to exceed $75, and to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. : 


7 To decide whether the town will vote for any purpose author- 
ized by Chapter 129 of the Laws of 1917, to issue its bonds or notes, 
which shall be payable serially in the manner provided in Section 2, 
Chapter 129, of the Laws of 1917. 


8 To decide what, if any, additional fire protection the town 
shall have, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to contract in 
behalf of the town for any additional fire protection so voted for, on 
the basis of and in accordance with the terms of the supplementary 
report of the Public Service Commission in the case of Selectmen of 
Hill v. Hill Water Works, (F. R. Woodward, proprietor,) filed 
February 11, 1920. 
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9 To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for the 
term of ten years any excess valuation of any property that may be 
caused by converting the same to manufacturing purposes, and all 
new buildings and new machinery that may be installed for the New 
England Novelty Works. 


10 To see if the town will vote to buy a suitable Memorial for our 
soldiers and sailors of the Civil, Spanish and the last war. To choose 
necessary committees and to raise and appropriate money for the 
same. . 


11 ‘To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF HILL. 
GENTLEMEN: 


The work of the past year has progressed more 
satisfactorily than during the preceding. year. We 
have been free from epidemics; we have not had severe 
weather and consequently have had better attendance 
and we have been fortunate in securing good teachers 
when we have been obliged to make changes. 

After a successful year of teaching Miss Fenton re- 
signed during the summer to accept a more remunera- 
tive position and Miss Merrill resigned her position at 
the Center to take the course at Plymouth Normal 
School. We were fortunate in securing Miss Silsby of 
Concord, a teacher of training and experience, for the 
Grammar school and Miss Grace Crosby of this town, a 
graduate from the Franklin High School for the Center 
school. We were especially fortunate in retaining Mrs. 
Blake in the Primary school and the spirit toward 
school work which she enthuses into her pupils and the 
progress made by them in consequence is very much 
appreciated by both school board and parents. 

The same conditions regarding train service for 
those pupils from our town attending the Franklin 
High School have prevailed the past year. An arrange- 
ment of the program was made whereby those entering 
the freshman class were able to take all of the prescribed 


ah, 
studies returning on the afternoon train. This was im- 
possible for those in the upper classes and those taking 
the full course are obliged to wait for over three hours 
after the close of school before leaving forhome. There 
seems to be no way of getting more satisfactory train 
service. 

During the summer the school building at the 
Center was thoroughly remodeled and now meets the 
requirements of the state as regards lighting and sanita- 
tion. It is expected that the state will require jacketed 
stoves in rural schools the coming year ensuring ventila- 
tion and a more even distribution of heat. 

A new requirement of the State Board of Education 
is an examination of each pupil for unseen and perhaps 
unsuspected physical defects which affect the child’s 
mental condition. This examination will reveal the 
presence of adenoids or enlarged tonsils, either of which 
might affect mental activity; it will reveal any incipient 
troubles of respiration, circulation or lesser troubles 
which would readily yield to early treatment. Tests of 
the sight and hearing will be made at the same time. 
If an examination shows the existence of any of these 
troubles the parent will be notified of the same and 
urged to secure remedying treatment. In this way the 
state looks after the welfare of the child, its future citi- 
zen, believing that a well-ordered and sound mind, nec- 
essary for the fullest measure of citizenship, is largely 
dependent on a sound body. 

Thirty-six weeks of school is required by the state 
this year in the place of the thirty-four weeks common 
in the past. 

Five pupils from this town were graduated from 
high schools during the past year and there are at 
present fifteen from this town attending high schools or 


54 
academies outside the town each of whom is making a 
creditable record, and in whom I believe the Town of 
Hill is making a paying investment. * 
In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation 
of the conscientious work of teachers and of the loyal 
support of the School Board.
